Margaret Becker, city clerk, and 
Frances Maloney, city treasurer, 
were again elected to succeed them- 
selves in office. 

Total votes cast in Consolidated 
districts A and B of Menlo Park 
numbered 1029. Councilman Church 
received 377 votes; Hayes 375 votes. 
Mrs. Becker received a vote of 385 | 
and Mrs. Maloney, 393. 

The measure on the ballct sub-

Plans For Library Building Approved: 
Proposed Fire House Site Protested 


These are the two most important repots from Wednesday 


night’s City council meeting. 


First Public hearing on the purchase of Dibble property 
by the City of Menlo Park, before it goes to a bond election in 
June, will be held at the Git Hall next Tuesday night, 7:30. 


A Menlo Park Library 
erected for the specific purpose. 


Mayor Burgess told councilmene 


that the War Assets Administration ing 


in San Francisco, through their rep- 
resentative, Robert .Fabian, had in- | 
formed him they could do nothing 
further in the fight to get the build- 
ings on the Dibble property for a 
smaller sum, and that they sug- 
gested the city go directly to Wash- 
ington for this purpose, and also 
contact our own congressmen. The 
mayor was authorized by the coun- 
cil to make the trip east. 

At the meeting a preliminary res- 
olution was drawn up to the effect 
that it would be necessary to pass a 
bond issue for the purchase of the 
Dibble property since the city is 
not financially able to buy it. 

Council set June 15 as the day 
for the bond election. The first 
public hearing on the issue will 
be held at the City Hall next 
Tuesday evening, April 20, the date 
of the regular council meeting. 

Citizens are requested to make 

their wishes known on this pur- 

chase at this meeting. 

Definite action on the part of 
the council assures Menlo Park of a 
Library on Menlo Ave., almost op- 
posite the end of Doyle Street, and 
just a short block west of El Cam- 
ino Real. 

Uno Ahlenius, who previously had 
submitted plans-for a library on his 
property at this location, submitted 
them again after some alterations 
suggested by the council members 
and the County Library Board, The 


| 


is now assured in a new building 


on the north west corner of Oak 
Grove and El Camino, on the Derry 
property. 

A letter of protest, drawn up by 
Dr. Ruth Smith and signed by a 
large number of land owners, was 
read to the council, objecting to 
the proposed erection of a fire 
Station on the north west corner 
of Hoover and Oak Grove. 

Councilman Daniel Hayes re- 
marked that it was “ridiculous to 
even think of putting it (the fire 
house) there”. Mayor Burgess in- 
formed the protestors that since 
the Menlo Fire District and the 
City of Menlo Park were two sep- 
arate political bodies the latter 
had really nothing to do with this 
question and advised them to pre- 
sent their objections to the fire 
commissioners. 

Report on recent building read to 
the council, showed last month to be 
the biggest all-time high period for 
building permits. Total building 
reached in March was reported as 
$412,500. There were listed 22 resi- 
dences, 2 apartments, 1 duplex, 
$8,000 for alterations and $74,500 for 
non-residential, 

B. Frank Thompson, chairman of 
the Centennial Celebration formally 
requested .permission to operate the 
booths for the carnival and obtained 
permit, due to the good of the cause, 
for the sum of $1.00. 

Due to business pressure Clayton 
Elliott resigned from the planning 


plans were approved in a letter from commission. No action was taken. 


Miss Clara Dills, county librarian, 
and by the council.

The floor space will 
be 1623 square feet with asphalt 
tile floor. There are to be two 
rest rooms. The oak tree and patio 
arrangement, as previously pre- 
sented, will be retained but other 
changes were made in the plans 
to enhance the building’s frontal 
appearance. 

Report from the Planning Com. 
mission was presented approving the 
construction of a commercial build-

City manager, Cecil Longson rec- 
ommended the city take action on 
the storm drainage, which he said 
was a general situation. A super- 
ficial investigation of the conditions 
is to be made. 

Edwin Smith, city engineer, re- 
ported that the L. C. Smith Con- 
struction Co. was now engaged in a 
program of “correction”, taking care 
of the low spots and other irregular- 
ities in the surfacing of the parking 
plaza and the streets. 

A check for $244.97 was received 
by the city from the state compen- 
sation insurance fund with approv- 
ing comment on the city’s afety pro- 
gram.

Mrs. Garbert’s request that all defaut divorces involving child- | 
ren be channeled throug “The Children’s Court of Conciliation” | 
before granting an interlocutory decree of divorce, has startled 
women’s group throughout the state into action in this matter. | 

Judges in divorce courts are not indifferent to the tragedy| 
of the small victims of divorce. They would like to see domestic | 
problems settled amiably and to see children kept in a family! 
environment. But only those judges who sit on the bench of | 
the juvenile courts can fully realize the “ruthless ravenges from | 
divorce-broken-homes.”’ 

We believe the personnel of all juvenile courts will welcome | 
the suggestion that divorces involving children should first be| 
turned over to the Children’s Courts for investigation. Juvenile 
delinquency can not thrive where children come from rightly 
adjusted homes. The intelligent solution of the problems of | 
parents is not only advisable but necessary in solving the 
problems of the child.

There are churches, schools, clubs and other organizations 
in this community that frequently wish for ‘‘guest. speakers’’, 
and find it is not always easy to obtain them.

In four years the County tax rate 
increased 86 cents with no noticeable 
benefits to the people of Menio Park. 
During that time the city’s rate has 
remained at one dollar. It seems to 
me that 20 cents is a small sum over 
which to quibble in relation to the 
great tangible advantage of owning 
this Dibble property. 

This is not to indicate that the 
City Council is satisfied with the 
appraisal price, and we intend to 
carry our fight to Washington. The 
bill to give local governments a 59 
per cent discount on recreation prop- 
erty has been approved by the House 
committee (it had already been ap- 
proved in the Senate), a favorable 
development. Meanwhile we will 
probably have to go ahead with the 
bond election proceedings to keep 
cur priority good, but we will give 
ourselves a good four months in 
which to negotiate further.
